one and makes a better appearance 
as well. 

NEW STAYS BEST FOR EXERTISE. 

Such a corset, put on according to 
the above directions, will give un- 
epeakable comfort.

CORSETS ARE INEVITABLE.

MUST BECLEANED PERIODICALLY 


A word with regard to the clean 
ness of corsets. Women who abhor 
untidiness in other respects will often 
wear a corset until it has been soaked 
with perspiration into a condition that 
is positively offensive. There is no en- 
cuse for this.
